Your laser pointer, usabie from distances 
up to 400 yards away, eliminates need- 
less movement so you can keep your at- 
tention on your audience. Its lightweight 
piastic construction makes it easier to 
handie than wood or steei pointers, and it 
has a handy clip.

INSTALLING BATTERIES 

Your iaser pointer uses two AAAA batter- 
ies. For the best results, we recommend 
alkaline batteries, available at your local 
RadioShack store. 

Caution: Do not mix oid and new batter- 
ies, different types of batteries (standard, 
aikaiine, or rechargeable), or recharge- 
able batteries of different capacities. 

1. Remove the battery compartment 
cap by turning it counterclockwise. 

2. Insert both batteries with the nega- 
tive (-) sides toward the iens open- 
ing. 

3. Replace the cap. 

Replace both batteries when the beam 
dims.

Hoid down the button to shine the laser 
beam.
